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A Grayling artist received an 
award at a national basket weav- 
ing contest recently held in 
northern Michigan. 

Bernadine Dosch won the 
Exceptional Merit for Art Award 
at the 25th annual convention for 
the Association of Michigan 
Basketmakers, which was held at 
the Grand Traverse Resort on 
Oct, 25 - 29, 

Dosch won the award for a 
tiny basket made out of wax 
linen, which was imported from 
Ireland, and glass beads. 

Dosch, who has won awards at 
the convention three years in a 
row, has been evolving her craft 
to make the smaller, decorative 
baskets. She spent 30 hours mak- 
ing the basket. 

“It was very nice to receive the 
award,” Dosch said. “It’s kind of 
an acclimation of your work.” 

The Association of Michigan 
Basketmakers holds the largest 
convention devoted to basket- 
making in the United States. 
Teachers come from all over the 
world to teach basketmaking 
techniques. Over 1,000 people 


attend the convention, and hun- 
dreds enter the juried competi- 
tion. 

“The competition is fierce and 
the baskets that are entered are 
just amazing,” said Pam Talsky, 
a member of the Association of 
Michigan Basketmakers. 

Dosch began weaving baskets 
in 1978. She established a busi- 
ness to sell her baskets in 1981, 
and expanded into to a full time 
occupation and began teaching 
the craft in 1982. 

Dosch has traveled throughout 
the United States and to Canada, 
England, China and Egypt to 
learn from renowned basketmak- 
ers and research the history of 
basketweaving. 

A basket that Dosch made, 
which was shaped like an angel, 
was displayed on the White 
House Christmas Tree in 1994 
during President Bill Clinton's 
administration. 

In recent years, Dosch said 
basketmakers have began pro- 
ducing more artistic baskets 
instead of baskets for specific 
uses.

Fires halt production 


at Monarch Millwork

Two small fires halted produc- 
lion at a wood manufacturing 
firm in the Grayling Industrial 
Park, 

The Grayling City/Township 
Fire Department was dispatched 
to Monarch Millwork, located at 
2211 Industrial Drive, at 4:48 
a.m. on Thursday, Dec. 14. 

A fire occurred in an area in 
the plant called the bag house, 
where a small silo is located that 
is used to store sawdust, 

Travis Roberts, the Grayling 
City/Township Fire 
Department’s inspector/fire mat- 
shal, said that a bearing overheat- 
ed, causing a spark to catch the 
sawdust on fire and start to smol- 


der. In addition, heat from the 
fire went through vents in the 
plant, activating sprinkler heads 
in the building. Firefighters 
remained at the plant for three 
hours. 

Firefighters were called back 
to Monarch Millwork for a see- 
ond fire at 9 am. The second 
blaze occurred in a larger silo, 
which is also used 10 slore saw- 
dust. The fire was confined to the 
silo. Firefighters emptied the 
contents of the silo, 

Roberts satd that there was the 
potential for large explosions if a 
large amount of oxygen had 
quickly mixed with the smolder- 
ing sawdust, 

“All the safety features at the 
plant did pretty much what they 


needed to do, so that was. all 
averted and everybody did their 
roles very well,” Roberts said. 

Firefighters remained at the the 
scene until 2:30 pum. 

Monarch Millwork employs 
between 10 to 35 people depend- 
ing on the workload. 

Damage from the first fire 
caused the plant to shut down 
production. Contractors were at 
the plant on Monday, assessing 
the extent of the damage. 

Mike Hees. the 
Monarch Millwork, said the 
company has been able to. fill 
customer's orders al a second 
production Facility located) in 
Grand Rapids.

to issues such as technology and 
the environment. Teachers are 
selected from Michigan and nine 
other states, where Toyota oper- 
ates major U.S. facilities, based 
on their professional and leader- 
ship qualifications and their 
plans to incorporate their experi- 
ences into their curriculum. 

This year's trip, which took 
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place June 23-July 5, included 
visits to Tokyo, Kyoto, Nagoya, 
Nagasaki, Toyota City and a 
small island off the mainland 
called Ojika. 

Binert took part in a wide 
range of activities including 
touring a Toyota plant, where a 
luncheon was hosted for teach- 
ers, visiting ancient temples, 
going net fishing and touring 
Japanese schools. 

“We learned a lot about the 
traditional Japanese arts and cul- 
ture that they are actually losing 
because of modernization,” said 
Binert. 

Binert said that he was 
impressed by the involvement of 
the parents at the Japanese 
schools, as well as Toyota’s 
commitment for continuous 
improvement. 

“Every worker there has a 
voice and all opinions matter,” 
he said. . 

Binert said that the Japanese 
education. system is largely 
based on teacher lectures and use 
of the labs, but is evolving 
toward more group projects and 
community based learning, con- 
cepts he plans to use in the class- 


room. 

“The more kids get out to do 
more and see more things, the 
more they can relate to it and 
understand it,” he said. 

Binert’s initial introduction of 
Japanese art to his students 


included origami and making 


brightly colored paper cranes, 

The paper cranes are known as 
a symbol of peace and are traced 
back to Sadako Sasaki, a young 
girt who died from leukemia 10 
years after the atomic bomb was 
dropped at Hiroshima. 

Sasaki's death triggered a 
campaign to build the Children’s 
Peace Monument, which is 
located in the Peace Park at the 
Hiroshima Peace Memorial 
Museum and is aimed at inspir- 
ing people to pray for world 
peace and to honor the many 
children killed by the atomic 
bomb, “— : 
‘Paper ‘cranes created by 
Grayling High School students 
are being strung together and 
will be displayed in the Peace 
Park. It is believed that for each 
1,000 paper cranes offered at the 
monument, a child receives a 
wish. 


“It’s moving doing something 
for somebody across the world 
that you know you will never 
meet,” said Eva Clark, a junior 
art student. 

Billy Weaver, also a junior, 
said students had contests to see 
how many paper cranes they 
could make in a class period 

“It made the time go by faster 
in class,” Weaver said. 

The high school students paid 
a visit to the Grayling 
Elementary School earlier this 
month, teaching third and fourth 
graders how to fold the paper 
cranes. 

“They got it down pretty good, 
which was cool,” said Tory 
Myers, a junior art student. 

Binert plans to teach Japanese 
block printing and calligraphy to 
his students next semester.

Those who did, spent less time 
on the ski slopes. 

“They just weren't spending 
the money,” Balmes said. “The 
economy down there, dictates 
what people do up here.” 

Balmes said the increase in 
minimum wage, which went to 
$6.95 on Oct. I, also factored 
into his decision not to open. 
He said a bulk of employees to 
run the skt hill are minimum 
wage employees, and naturally, 
veteran cmployees would also 
seck a pay hike. 

Increased heating, fuel and 
insurance costs were other fac- 
tors Balrnes took tnto consider- 
ation before deciding not to 
open. 

“All the costs have increased 
by 30 percent, and the economy 
is not any better than it was a 
year ago,” he said. “This winter 
looks like a losing proposition,” 

Balmes has owned _ the 


Skyline Ski and Country Club 
since 1998. The business was 
established in 1945. 

The business added the Hawk 
Ridge golf course two years 


ago. 
Balmes said the golf business 
was a success this year, 


although people were spending 
their time on the links and less 
on food and beverages. 

“All and all, it was a pretty 
good season, but they did spend 
a little less,” said Balmes, who 
said there is also interest in buy- 
ing the residential lots located 
adjacent to the golf course. 

Balmes said he fears the 
impact on business tf the area 
does not received sufficient 
snow between Christmas and 
New Year’s. 

“This is going to be a wash 
for a lot of businesses up here,” 
Balmes said. 

Sandy Coe, the co-owner of 
Fay’s Motel, said she has her 


fingers crossed and is encourag- 
ing people to do snow dances so 
that Grayling can be a winter 
playground for tourists and 
downstate residents. 

“That’s all you can do 
because you can’t do anything 
with Mother Nature,” Coe said. 
“We need quite a bit of snow on 
the ground for snowmobiling 
and that is our big business. 
They spend a lot of money in 
this community.” 

Dean Smith, the general man- 
ager at Holiday Inn Grayling, 
said business owners through- 
out northern Michigan are anx- 
ious about the upcoming sea- 
son. Smith said he heard a 
report that Gayiord lost out on 
$1.5 million after being forced 
to cancel a three-day snowmo- 
bile racing event. 

“If we don’t get snow, it does- 
n't make much sense to be in 
business,” Smith said, “It makes 
things lean for everybody.”
